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Dramatic Rally To 
Save Steel City! 


Her Life Hangs On a Needle

Associated Press War Editor 
Adolf Hitler's siege armies, twice hurled back in bloody 
street fighting, were reported hastily erecting defenses in 
the northwest outskirts of Stalingrad today as the Russians 
seized the initiative in a dramatic eleventh-hour rally. 
Dispatches said the Red army defenders were backed 
down tree-lined avenues to cliffs overlooking the Volga wa­ 
terfront at one time. 
Then, with the bluffs behind them and Nazi tanks in 
front, the Soviets struck back in a supreme effort to save 
the big steel city and forced the invaders to retreat. 
Significantly, Hitler’s field headquarters made only the 
broad general claim that Nazi troops had scored “further 
successes” in the battle for Stalingrad and again emphasized 
the “embittered’' nature of the fighting. 
There was no repetition of previous Berlin claims that 
German troops were thrusting deeper into the city’s streets. 
Advices from Moscow said R us­ 
sian tanks and infantry had gone 
over to tile offensive in two neigh­ 
boring sectors of the 
Stalingrad 
front 
on 
orders 
from 
Prem ier 
Stalin’s high command, and Tass, 
th® ofifcial Soviet new s agency, 
i reported th a t thousands of f resit 
Siberian troops were now moving 
into the 25-day-old battle. 
The bodies of hundreds of Ger­ 
m an dead and the hulks of burned- 
dut Nazi ta n k s littered the streets, 
dispatches said, as tile Russians 
obeyed Stalin’s order and swept 
the Nazi tide back to the north. 
While Berlin rem ained silent on

announcem ent from H itler’s head­ 
quarters." which failed to m a te r­ 
ialize on schedule last night, the 
Soviet

“On the northw est outskirts of 
.stalingrad, our troops

A rtillerym en 
destroyed 12 
Ger­

ions of enemy infantry broke into 
one of the streets of the city but 
were m et with concentrated m ach­ 
ine-gun and autom atic rifle fire. 
"In hand-to-hand fighting which 
followed, tho G erm ans were ro u t­ 
ed and forced to retreat, losing

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“SLOW SPEED AHEAD” 
Everything points to the fact that before many days 
there will be state and national rules limiting the speed 
of motor vehicles to thirty-five miles an hour. 
Yester­ 
day at Harrisburg, Governor James announced that he 
intended to find some way to enforce such a regulation, 
first suggested by President Roosevelt. 
“Slow speed ahead” should be the new national 
slogan for motor vehicle drivers. 
Complete reversal of driving trend iii recent Nears 
now is essential in the nation’s interest, officials of one 
of the leading automobile clubs say in a statement 
strongly urging motorists to heed the advice of the 
Baruch committee and conserve rubber by cutting down 
speed. 
While a top speed of thirty-five miles per hotirs is 
a lot slower than motorists have been accustomed to 
driving, the club feels that the saving in rubber is more 
important than reaching one’s destination a few minutes 
earlier at forty-five or fifty miles per hour. 
This should be considered a self-policing job. 
We 
ought not to wait for a policeman to tell us to slow 
down. 
Neither should we bring the technicality of 
permissible speeds undei state laws. 
National and self 
interest both will be served by “Slow speed ahead!” 
Governor James should have the whole-hearted co­ 
operation of every motorist in his decision to help con­ 
serve tires and gas by limiting speed to thirty-five miles 
per hour. 
Let’s slow down! 


“TWO TICKETS AND A BOND!” 
Do you remember ’way back when the movie house 
was a little, ill-smelling, uncomfortable nickelodeon that 
you slipped into rather sheepishly to see “The Great 
Train Robbery?” 
In those days, the “flicker theatre" was on the very 
fringe even of the amusement world. 
It was a passing 
fad. an outcast with little standing iii the community. 
The financial rating of the esablishment was nil. All its 
business was C. O. D. or cash-in-adVance. 
Those thoughts came to mind when the w riter stood 
in the lobby of one of W arren’s beautiful, modern 
cinema palaces and watched—-of all things!—men and 
women buying, not movie show tickets, but U. S. Treas­ 
ury War Bonds! 
The scene was exactly the same as 
that nearby at the granite-lined bank or the austere 
post office. 
A strange paradox—the idea of raising the movie 
theatre to the stature of a bank or post office in the 
setup of financing the war! 
And a far cry from those 
old days of the movies’ infancy. 
Some 5,000 theatres in the country, including the 
Library and Columbia, have been made official bond 
issuing agents by the Treasury so that they may sell 
bonds and make immediate delivery. Some 10,000 others 
arc selling stamps and taking bond pledges. 
They all 
expect to sell around S75.000.000 worth of war securities 
in September- during which month the moving picture 
industry is the spearhead of the Treasury Department's 
billion dollar campaign. 
So—when you say “two. 
please,” also add; “And a S25 bond!”

Sought By Employment Service 


A drive for the registration of 
all men with sea experience has 
begun in W arren by 
the 
United 
States Employment Service, 
ac­ 
cording to David W. Levine, Man­ 
ager of the Employment office at 
225 Pennsylvania Avenue West. 
"Two thousand new ships now 
scheduled for production will re­ 
quire 100,000 seamen, radio oper­ 
ators, cooks, engineers and offic­ 
ers to man them,” David W. Le- 
! vine, stated. "Any man who has 
once been to sea can do his coun­ 
try no greater .service than to ship 
i again. This war will be won by the 
side 
that ‘gets there fustest with 
the mostest.' and whether that side 
I is our side depends upon the men 
who sail our ships.” 
New ships with new 
comforts, 
good food, and shore clubs restrict­ 
ed to the merchant marine await 
tho Victory fleet sailors, David VV. 
Levine added. Pay has also been 
greatly increased. Able-bodied sea­ 
men are making $300 a month, 
radio operators 
$400. 
engineers 
$450 cooks $300. and officers even 
more. In addition, each man 
re- 
i elves free life insurance in the 
amount of $5,000, 
and 
disability 
and personal 
effects 
insurance. 
Hospital service and dental care 


are also given without charge. 
The latest safety devices and 
fully stocked life boats are reduc­ 
ing the hazards of sailing in war­ 
time, and practically all ships are 
sailing now in well-protected con­ 
voys, it was pointed out. 
Men who, during this drive, reg­ 
ister their willingness to join the 
merchant marine again will then 
be called as needed.
